The scene is the front office at The 


Press. Late afternoon. Wind kicking 


up snow puffs outside. 
Inside, a ruddy-faced gentleman 
smiles. ‘It’s a change, being asked 
questions,’’ he says. ‘‘Usually I ask 
them.” He tilts his white whiskers a 
bit as though interviewing a small 

person on his knee. 

The twinkle in his eyes, however, is 
obviously not just reserved for 
children. 

“Do 1 believe all children are 
good?’’He pauses. ‘‘If I say yes, you’l! 
put me down as a sentimental old 
gent.” 

His eyes turn unseeingly down to 
his worn, black boots as he continues. 
“It’s the children’s expectancy of 
good. The way they hold to the notion 
that there has to be love. Sure, they’re 
good.”’ 

Is that the difference between 
children and adults? ‘‘Far as I can 

 see,’’ he says, ‘‘there are no adults. 
Grown-ups are children, too....though 
it gets hidden. 
‘‘Playing’s still their most impor- 
tant thing. And that’s right! Work is 
only an imitation of play.”

All parents are concerned with their 
children’s development... Parents can 
easily become over-anxious and compare 
their child’s physical and emotional 
growth with other children to see if their 
child is developing normally. 

A child development screening clinic, 
under the direction of the Charlevoix- 
Emmet Intermediate Schoo! District, is 

_ helping parents understand their 
children’s development during crucial 
stages - - between the age of two and 
three. . 

Children are tested by a five-member 
pre- school team in language, movement, 
interaction with others and learning 
ability. The instructors try to detect 
physical or mental! problems which might 
handicap a child’s normal development, 


before he enters kindergarten when 


sometimes it’s too late for help. 

Ten children are scheduled for each 
clinic. They are brought into a class- 
room filled with toys. which look more like 

_a child’s play room than a testing room. 

The idea of the screening clinic is to let 
the child play while testing is taking 
place. Instructors use puzzies, blocks or a 
pen and paper to test the children. 

The screening team is made up of 
Pat Miller, pre-school consultant; Kathy 
Rathford, school psychologist; Bill 


Mayhew, speech and language con- 


sultant; and Jackie Wood, occupational 
. therapist. 
The instructors have a list of tasks they 
try to get each child to perform. After a 
task i is comple the instructor checks it 
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Across the office, the receptionist is 
putting on her coat and gathering bags 
of what doesn’t look like groceries. 

**Bye,’’ she says brightly, as though 
to an old acquaintance. ‘‘We’ll...uh.... 
we'll be seeing you!"’ 

He chuckles as the wind sweeps her 
out the door. Not ho-ho-ho. Just 
chuckles. 

‘‘Christmas is a good time to see the 
child in grown-ups,’’ he continues. 
‘‘You remember, of course, it began 
with a child. Maybe that means loving 
starts with loving children. And then 
you go on to love the child in the 
‘grown-up. That’s Christmas.”’ 

He does not respond to questions on 
details of his long career, laughing off 
the conflicting legends. And he passes 
over the unusual focation of his office 
as a joke on tax collectors. 

‘‘What I do,’’ he emphasizes, 
‘revolves around imagination. You 
know, one way or another, the world 
hunts down imagination. Tries to kill 
it. Says, be practical! Stick to the 
facts! 

“‘Look, one way or another, you 
can't even mention fairies any more! 

‘| remember,’’ he goes on, ‘‘when 
Isaac Newton began pushing the 
scientific approach. Only believe what 
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you can count, he said. It just started 
to snowball and hasn't stopped yet!"' 

He shakes his head regretfully. 
‘Shouldn't have given the kid that 
chemistry set.’’ 

It appears he would be against 
telling children there isn’t a Santa 
Claus. Right? 

“‘Is.....Isn’t! That’s not the ques- 
tion! Where does love live? In a red 
suit? A toy truck?’’ He stops, smiles. 

‘| don’t want to get over-wrought!”’ 

He takes*a sip of hot chocolate and 
then yoes on. 

‘People got so taken with sermons.. 
and being busy....Well, years ago I 
figured I would do something. So that 
they would cherish their children. Play 
with them, you know.”’ 

He pauses in the growing twilight, 
adds gently, ‘‘It was a ridiculous sort 
of thing to do, wasn’t it. But it worked. 

“I feel. bad, of course, about the 
folks who get all wrapped up in their 
expensive gift-giving. Worse about 


children who receive no gifts.Sad that ~ 


it’s taking so long for the well-off to 
love the children of the poor.’’ 
Another sip of hot chocolate. 


“That ‘is-isn’t’ question....that’s 


important because what you need to 
love is imagination.”’

on an evaluation form. But, just because 
a task is not checked off, it doesn’t mean 
the child can not do that task, Miller 
explains. 

“It may mean that your child just did 
not do the task while he-or she was at the 
clinic - - not that they’re not capable of 
doing it,’’ Miller said. 


At the same time of the testing, _ 


parents are taken into a separate room 


and parent coordinator Ron Svatora 
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explains the screening process. 
“I provide parents with an expiana- 


_tion of what is happening to their child at 


this point of their growth,’’ Svatora said. 
“We. talk about where children within 
that age are in their development stage 
and then answer specific questions a 
parent may have about the child."’ 

The input from parents is just as 
“{mportant as what is found out by testing 
the children, he said. Parents are given a

His voice takes on a far-away sound. 
‘‘Imagination...... with love...... so 
beautiful."’

book with information compiled by the 
pre-school team telling them about their 
child’s coordination, use of words, and 
suggestions about disciplining and teach- 
ing children. 


Svatora’s advice to parents is not to be 
overtly concerned with how well their 
child performs a task. ‘Children will do 
well at a task only when they’re ready. It 
doesn’t do any good to try to teach your 
children something before they’re ready 
to learn.”’ 


Not all children are at the same 
development stage at the same age. 
Because your child may not perform the 
same as another is no reason to push the 
panic button, he said. 

‘Relax and enjoy your child,’’ he tells 
parents. ‘Do not teach your child, work 
with him.’’ For example, Svatora tells 
parents to draw a Christmas tree and 
have the child put the ornaments on it or 
to draw a face and have the child fill in 
the eyes, ears, nose and mouth. 

The pre-school team does just that - - 
works with the chitdren rather than tell 
them what to do. 

Mayhew, a speech and language con- 
sultant, tests a child’s: listening, 
vocabulary and articulation skills by 


‘using a building block with two smaller 


balls that fit inside each other in the 
block. 

Mayhew uses this toy to ask a child a 
number of questions. 

‘‘What’s inside? What's outside? Take 
the green ball and put it in the box.” 
These are a few of the skills Mayhew asks 
a child to perform.

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Rathford, the pre-school psychologist, 
tests children's learning capabilities. 

When she asks a child to put together a 
puzzle she is testing development, co- 
ordination and ability to learn. 

‘‘T'll watch a child look at the shape of a 
puzzle piece and see if he or she knows 
exactly where the piece goes - - or 
whether he or she knows enough to turn it 
around to fit it in,’ Rathford said. 

Other objects used by the instructors 
are a telephone, hair dryer, ball, and 
building blocks. As the screening clinic 
goes on, the instructors make sure 
they've spent some time with each child. 

After the instructors have completed 
their testing, they present each parent 
with the evaluation sheet for their child 
and explain it. 


If a therapist teels a child needs further - 


testing he will ask the parents to more 
closely observe the child at home. Many 


times a child’s behavior at home will be 


aifferent than at the screening clinic, 
special education supervisor Pat Taylor 
said, because they are more used to the 
home environment. 

Approximately. 10 percent of the 
children screened require further testing 
at home, she said. 


After the parent observes the child at 
home, the therapist may suggest ways to 
correct the problem or suggest the child 
be enrolled in a special program. 

‘‘Many times just by having the child 
around other children like in a nursery 
school, pre-school or Head Start 
program, the child’s problem will 
vanish,"' ' Taylor said.

Taylor said, tor example, if a child has 
speech and language problems which are 


not severe enough for special educa- 


tion, the therapist will show parents how 
to work with the child. 

‘The therapist would show a parent 
how to model speech for their child. A 
parent shouldn’t tell the child what 
they're saying is wrong, but correctly 
rephrase how the child should say the 
sentence,’’ Taylor said. ‘‘We suggest a 
parent read a simple book to the child and 
have the child work on its words.” 


If a child is physically handicapped a 
special education program is offered 
through the Charlevoix-Emmet school 
district. 

The screening clinics are offered 
during the school year to over 300 
children in Charlevoix, Emmet and parts 
of Antrim Counties. This year’s clinics 
are working with children who were born 
between Dec. 1, 1975, and Dec. 1, 1976: 
A school census helps locate parents of 
youngsters between that age who may be 
interested in the free screening clinic. 


Screening clinics will be offered in 
Boyne City on Jan. 9; in Charlevoix on 
Jan. 23, Feb. 13 and 27; in Ellsworth on 


March 12? in Petoskey on April 9, 23 and | 


30; and in East Jordan on May 14, and 28. 


The clinics have already been conduct- 
ed in Pellston, Harbor Springs, Central 
Lake, Alanson, and once in Boyne City.

taken after the accident showed there was 
a sufficient amount of alcohol in Beal’s 
blood to have affected him, Young said. 

‘‘We must have a deterrent for people 
who drink and drive,’’ Young said, *'This 
tragic accident shows the effects of 
drinking and driving.’’ 

‘‘No matter how fine a person someone 
is,’ Young continued, ‘‘a car becomes a 
dangerous weapon when the driver has 
been drinking.’’ 

Dawn Bayster, Dale’s mother, doesn't 
think the accident was necessarily alcohol 
related. Rumors following the accident 
said that the three boys had gotten in the 
accident after being at a party. Mrs. 
Bayster disputes those claims. 

Dale Bayster and Karl Beal ‘‘left the 
party at 8 p.m.,’’ Mrs. Bayster said. 
“They had been playing cards at my 
son’s apartment and had gone to meet 
Dale's girlfriend at a campground." 

Hilden joined the two to go to the 
campground where Beal's girlfriend was 
staying just 20 minutes before the 
accident, Mrs. Bayster explained. 

‘They were coming back from the 
campground, driving at a normal speed 
on a blacktop road,'’ Mrs. Bayster said. 
‘‘All of a sudden they hit a patch of thick 
fog, didn’t see the curve and went off the 
road.”’ 

“Neighbors said it was a terrible area 
for fog, a swampy area,’’ Mrs. Bayster 
continued. 


‘‘There was no center double yellow or 
white line, no curve sign,’’ Mrs. Bayster 
said. '‘Why wasn’t it marked?"’ 

' The boys were unfamiliar with the 
road, Mrs. Bayster said, and just missed 
the curve, going off the road and hitting a 
tree, 

Mrs. Bayster thinks that previous 
traffic offenses by Beal had an influence 
on the decision to prosecute. 

‘It's like Karl had been speeding 
before and so he was speeding then,” 
Mrs, Bayster said. ‘‘It just wasn’t that 
way.”’ 

‘I don't think he should be judged as 
harshly because they were good friends 
and so young,’ Mrs. Bayster said. ‘‘Karl 
is a very kind and thoughtful person."' 

Grief from the accident is punishment 
enough, Mrs. Bayster feels. 

‘Karl has his life to live. He has to live 
in this town,'’ Mrs. Bayster said. ‘'He 
deserves some compassion.’’ Her son 
carries emotional scars from the accident, 
she explained. 

‘Three weeks after the accident Dale 
and some friends were driving and hit a 
patch of fog,’ Mrs. Bayster said. ‘‘Dale 
started hyper-ventilating, screamed and 
passed out,"’ 

When her son goes places that he had 
gone with Hilden, Mrs. Bayster said, 
tears come to his eyes. : 

“It's heartbreaking,’’ Mrs.

Protest delays S&L 
opening until April 


‘BOYNE CITY - Another protest filed by 
Family Federal Savings and Loan of 
Saginaw has delayed opening of the 
locally owned Lakewood Savings and 
Loan Association. 

Lakewood’s new building, at the corner 
of North Lake and State Streets, is near 
completion and organizers Arch Wright 
and Randy Lightfoot say they pian to 
move in by the end of the month. But the 
office won't open for business until] about 
April. 

Family Federal has_ protested 
Lakewood’s application for savings ac- 
count insurance through the Federal 
Savings and Loan Insurance Corporation 
(FSLIC). 

‘We consider the protest to be 
spurious,’’ said Wright. ‘‘We have no 
doubt that we’ll prevail in this contest as 
we have in the two previous efforts on the 
part of Family Federal and Northwestern 
Savings and Loan to delay our applica- 
tion,’’ he said. 

The two neighboring savings and 
loans, which have offices in Charlevoix 
and Petoskey, jointly protested 
Lakewood's application in hearings held 
last May and June before the state 
Financial Institutions Bureau i.) Lansing. 

After studying the protests and visiting 
the area, an administrative law judge for 
the bureau recommended last March that 
the application for Lakewood be 
approved. 

Northwestern appealed the judge’s 
opinion but Lakewood’s approval was 
upheld.

Wright said he did not know how long 


the FPSLIC protest would delay their 


opening - - possibly until April. 

Wright, president, and Lightfoot, 
operation’s officer, are presently selling 
stock for the new savings and loan. 
formerly the branch 
manager of Family Federal in Petoskey 
for two years. 


A savings and loan by law must invest 
most of its money in residential mortgage 
loans. Thus, S&L’s traditionally finance 
more home mortgages than banks. Home 
improvement loans will also be made. 


Other services Lightfoot said he hopes 
to offer sometime in the future include 
checking accounts, money orders and a 
‘prestige card.’’ 


Federal legislation which would enable 
saving and loan associations to offer 
checking accounts is being considered by 
the U.S. Congress. 


A prestige card enables 2 customer to 
make a withdrawal at any savings and 
loan which participates in the prestige 
card program, he said. 

Wright added that savings and loans 
can offer interest rates for savings 
deposit accounts at approximately % 
percent higher than banks. 


Wright thinks Lakewood Savings and 
Loan will have an advantage over 
competing savings and loans in that it is 
locally owned and is more interested in 
development in the area.

And 
the complaints about Superintendent

_ time the previous year to building the 

new school rather than. keeping his 
staff happy. ; 
The general feeling that emerged 
’ from the controversy was that more 
_ discipline was needed from the prin- 
cipal and teachers, and that more 
communication and support was 
needed ftom Rullman.

One thing disturbs us somewhat, 
however. In talking to schoo! staff and 
administration about the story, we 
encountered considerable hesitancy to 
talk about whether the situation had 
improved. Most people thought it had 
improved, but they were unwilling to 
talk about it. 

We realize the natural tendency 
might be to try to forget such a 
tumultuous period. But the very fact 
that it was so volatile makes it 
important that the situation be 
evaluated after an adequate period of 
time has passed. 

Is the new school building finished 
to tveryone’s satisfaction? Are 
teachers conducting their classes in a 
more professional! manner? Are 
students behaving more like adults? 
Has the new principal sometimes gone 
overboard in trying to be a strict 
disciplinarian? Is the superintendent 
communicating better with the faculty 
and the principals? 

We hope the school board is asking 
these types of questions. We also hope 
the board will continue to remember 
the controversy when it reviews the 
performance of its administrators and 
when future problems of lesser 
magnitude arise.

Can technology ‘be controlled? If so, 
how should it be done and, in a 
democratic society, -who is to do it? And 
towards what ends should it be directed? 


These questions involve value judg, . 


ments as well as technical judgments. 

In the past dozen years, the search for 
answers to these questions has ‘ed to 
Technology Assessment -- the attempt by 
experts, the public, and the government 
to forecast and: evaluate the possible 
soctal, environmental, and human conse- 
quences of technological developments 
before they are applied. 

Until recently, technology was judged 


primarily in terms of its immediate -- or. 


“‘first-order’’ -- effects. For example, the 
immediate effects of the automobile are 
transportation for its driver and sales for 
the manufacturer. 

However, technology also has many 
broader impacts -- on the environment, 
on social structure and institutions, on 
human values and people’s lives. These 
are known as ‘‘second- and third-order” 
effects. 

Thus the automobile has led to 
freeways, suburbs, and a high accident 
toll. It has affected leisure activities, 
value systems (America’s ‘‘love affair’’ 
with the automobile), the environment 
(pollution), and even international poli- 
tics (reliance upon imported oil). 

Along with the benefits of increased 
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mobility, ‘the. ‘automobile: has had some . 
- undesirable consequences. Technology 


‘Assessment evaluates the social benefits 
and compares them with the social costs 
(‘‘dis-benefits’’) by a process called risk 


analysis, or social cost-benefits while 
‘minimizing the possibility of socially 


harmful results. - 
The pogsible negative consequences of 


‘technological advances were of little 


concern throughout much of history 


” because technological and social changes 


occurred at a snail’s pace, 
ACCELERATED CHANGE 


The Industrial Revolution of the 18th 
~ and 19th centuries, however, speeded up 


technological developments and acceler- 


ated social change. As the new machines 


poured out goods, the old ‘‘economy of 
scarcity’’ began giving way to the 
‘‘mass-consumption’’ society. 

Most people approved of these benefits 
of advancing technology. Nevertheless, 
legislation to control some unanticipated, 
undesirable impacts of technical advance 
became necessary. The U.S. govern- 
ment's intervention in the 1830s to end a 
series of disasters caused by bursting 
boilers on river steamboats was only the 
first of many occasions when the govern- 
ment exercised its regulatory power on 
technical matters. 

For, while technology was changing 
the face of America, American democracy 
was demanding an increasing role for 
government in protecting the public. 
Thus, today’s Technology Assessment 
can be viewed as another step in 
governmental action for the public wel- 
fare. , 

QUESTIONING TECHNOLOGY 

Although technology’s impact had 
been a social, political and economic 
issue in Britain and Europe for more than 


a century, not until the mid-1960s was . 


technological advance seriously ques- 
tioned in the United States. Why? 

the combined impact of Vietnam, the 
civil rights movement, and the social and 
cultrual aftermath of World War H led to 
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a value crisis and some disenchantment 
with the ‘‘American Dream."’ Technology 
inevitably was questioned along with 
other values and institutions. 

At almost the same time, some highly 
publicized accounts of harmful  by- 


‘products of technical developments led to 


mounting public concern: Rachel! Carson, 
in ‘‘Silent Spring’ (1963), described the 
danger of DDT; in ‘‘Unsafe At Any 
Speed’”’ (1965), Ralph Nader alleged that 
car manufacturers ignored safety factors, 
and in the same period the media 
publicized the birth deformities from 
thalidomide, a drug that had been 
administered to help expectant mothers. 

The ensuing public outcry forced 
governmental action: Thalidomide and 
DDT were banned; and the government 
mandated safety belts in automobiles. 
Almost overnight the environmentalist 
and consumerist movements came to 
maturity and ‘‘Technology Assessment”’ 
was born. 
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The term was first used in 1966 in a 
public document by Congressman Emilio 
Daddario (Connecticut) who asked if it 
would be possible to anticipate undesir- 
able side effects of new technologies 
before they were actually employed. 

Congress eventually establish (1972) 
the Office of Technology Assessment 
(OTA), which joined other.agencies in 
evaluatng and regulatng the second- and 
third-order effects of technological 
changes: Environmental Protection 
Agency, Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration, and Consumer Products 
Safety Commission. 

PROBLEMS OF ASSESSMENT 

The American people, finally aware of 
the importance of technology in their 
lives, were demanding government pro- 
tection from its possible negative side 
effects. But there were -- and are - 
problems in Technology Assessment. 

First, there is fear that assessing social 
impacts might delay, and thereby 
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taeda: technological advance: Technol- 
ogy Assessment might become ‘Technol: 


ogy Artestment.””. 
m: — Second, assessing a given technology’s 


effects is particularly difficult when some 
impacts are long delayed or-are depen- 
dent upon scale of use, For example, only 
when employed on a large scale, over a 
long period of time, was DDT seen to 
threaten the food chain of birds, Bales, 
and eventually humans. 


Even more difficult to evaluate are the | 


consequences of a combination of techni- 
cal. developments interacting with other 
social forces, For example, farm mechan- 
ization did away with backbreaking labor 
but also deprived unskilled farmhands of 
their livelihood. Leaving the farms, they 
migrated to the urban centers, where 
they created a serious urban problem 


because they lacked the skills nEseesety 


for employment. 
We have finally come to realize that 


technological changes can have both — 


positive and negative effects. But how 
can one decide if the benefits of a new 
technology outweight its risks? Some 
people demand that no new technology 
be introduced if it poses a possible risk to 
anyone at all. but is it possible -- or 
desirable -- to create a risk-free society? 

Besides, how do we compare risks with 
benefits when the dangers might be 
limited to a small group, such as miners, 
while the gains might accrue to a larger 
public, such as producers and users of 
electrical power from coal? - 

Furthermore, how do we decide what 
constitutes a social benefit? How do we 
measure ‘‘the quality of life’’? To this 
end social scientists are developing 
‘social indicators’’ to measure social 
impacts. 

But is it possible to measure items 
which really depend on subjective judg- 
ments? What are the tradeoffs between, 
say, driving our cars to work or keeping 
the thermostats in our homes at 65 
degrees? (Or should it be 68 degrees or 
70 degrees?) 

VALUES AND ACTIONS 
These are questions of values. Do we

Technol- 


ogy Assessment thus confronts us with a 


basic question: How can we bring our | 


technology into line with our values? - 


Even if we can agree on values such as 
liberty and justice for ail, there is little 
consensus on. how to translate these 
values into specific actions. We know, for 
example, that we must conserve petro- 
leum supplies and control pollution, but | 
most of us continue to drive our cars; itis 
the other fellow who should walk or take 
public transportation. 

Yet the difficulties of assessing tech- 
nology should not blind us to its 
potentially positive role in controlling 
technology. Technology Assessment con- 
forms to one law of common sense: Think 
about what you are doing before you do 
it. Technology Assessment means 
looking ahead -- not just letting the future 
happen to us. 

Technology Assessment also repre- 
sents a democratic means for dealing 
with technological change. It insists that 
technology be used for the good of the 
whole, not just for a few; it would leave 
decisions on technologies having major 
social impacts to the political process -- 
which is exactly where they belong in a 
democratic society. 


The problem, then, becomes one of 
educating the citizenry and its elected 
representatives to understand the poten- 
tialities and limitations of scientific-tech- 
nical advances. 

Finally, Technology Assessment 
asserts that we can contro! our own 
technology and that we are not the 
creatures of a mindless technology which 
could crush us underfoot. 

Based upon the premise that we can 
use our own technology to help. bring 
about the kind of life and society we want, 
Technology Assessment clearly asks: If 
ours is a man-made world, why can’t man 
remake it?

as busy week nears

With ski season approaching its 
biggest week of the year, managers at 
area slopes are quite excited to greet the 
thousands of skiers expected to hit the 
slopes between Christmas and New 
Year's Day. _ 

Although Boyne Mountain, Boyne 
Highlands and Nub’s Nob have been 
open for the past week, the skiing has not 
been at its peak due to the unpredic- 
table weather. 

Skiers and ski resort owners alike are 
hoping that ideal ski conditions are on the 
way. Ideal ski conditions were des- 
cribed as 35 degrees, sunshine and 10 
inches of new snow glistening the slopes. 

There are no changes in ski lift prices 
from last year at Boyne Mountain, Boyne 
Highlands and Thunder ‘Mountain, all 
owned by Everett Kircher’s Boyne USA. 


Nub’s Nob, owned by Walter Fisher 
and A.J, Fisher, has not changed its lift 


_prices either. Nub’s Nob has both day 


and night skiing. (Check ‘‘Out & About’’ 
listings for lift ticket prices). 


Nub’s Nob has added five new trails to 
make a total of 21 runs, said Jim 
Dilworth, manager of the ski resort in 
Harbor Springs. 

The new trails, fed by three three- 


place lifts, make Nub’s Nob more like 
Eastern skiing, Ditworth said. The long 
winding traiis are good for beginners and 
intermediates, he said. 

Ramble Wood, one of the new runs, is 
three-quarters of a mile long and good for 
skiers who want to learn control on an 
intermediate hill, he said. 

Two’ established runs, Scarface and 
Chute, were described by Dilworth as 
‘the toughest hills at Nub’s Nob. They're 
ugly and mean.”’ 

Boyne Mountain off U.S. 131 in Boyne 
Falls has 14 ski runs fed by five two-place 
lifts, three four-place lifts and two rope 
tows. The slopes have a capacity of 
14,400 skiers per hour. 

Chuck Moll, manager of Boyne USA, 
said he is quite excited about the starting 
of ski season. 

Boyne Mountain does not have -night 
skiing because night skiing is not 
profitable at resorts away from popula- 
tion centers, Boyne’s new ski director 
Alex Haidbauer said. 

Snow making capacity at Boyne 
Mountain was upgraded last year and 
Haidbauer and Moll agree that the 
Mountain has excellent snow making 
facilities. The skiing has been good even 
though there hasn’t been much natural 
snow, because it has,been cold enough to 
make snow. 


Snow making techniques have also 


been upgraded at Boyne Highlands, 
according to manager Art Tebo. ‘‘The 
snow machines have increased the 
efficiency of making snow and they are 
also more energy efficient,’’ Tebo said. 


Work has been done on some of the 165 


~ooms at the main lodge, he said. 


‘Wallpaper and new beds and dressers 
have been added to some of the rooms. 
The dining room has been remodeled and 
the lobby area has been expanded. 


The Highlands, located off M-119, 
between Harbor Springs and Petoskey, 
has 17 ski runs with four three-place lifts, 
two four-place lifts, one T-bar and one 
rope tow. The Highlands can accom- 
modate 13,650 skiers per hour. 


Thunder Mountain, located off Thumb 
Lake Road in Boyne Falls, is open on 
weekends. There is no snow-making 
equipment at Thunder Mountain so it 
hasn’t opened yet. The slopes are 
expected to open soon - - probably around 
Christmas. 

All three managers urged skiers to 
‘“‘come on out and try our slopes.’ 
They're ready for the ski season and by 
the looks of the bright ski jackets and 
out-of-state license plates around the

Alex Haidbauer’ Ss English may not be 
perfect, but one thing he does do 
perfectly is ski. Haidbauer is the new ski 
school director at Boyne Mountain in 
Boyne Falls. , 

Haidbauer, 30, a native of Austria, has 
been at Boyne Mountain for only three 
weeks, but spent the last two years as a 
ski instructor at Big Sky, Montana. Big 
Sky is also owned by Boyne USA, 

Haidbauer started skiing at the age of 
three, Between the ages of seven and 16 
he downhill raced. During the height of 
his skiing career he was invited by the 
Australian government to introduce 
skiing to the Australian people. 

When Haidbauer isn’t teaching people 
to ski in the United States, he’s directing 
a ski school in Australia. Eleven months 
out of the year, Haidbauer is skiing. - - 
either in Australia or the United States. 
Since Australia is in the Southern 
Hemisphere, it is winter there when it’s 
summer here. 

Skiing is a very exciting sport and the 
better you get the more fun you have 
doing it, he said. 

“The only winter sports around here 
are outdoor sports. Skiing is a healthy 


sport: and the better you get at it the more 
fun you have. That is why so many people 
continue after their first season of 
skiing,’’ Haidbauer said. 
Skiing is a constant challenge - - it's 
you against the mountain. If the 
steepness of a hill does not challenge you, 
then try moguls, he added. Mogu!s are 
dips and bumps in the terrain of the hill 
caused by skiers turning at the same 
spot. 
If a skier does not find moguls 
challenging, Haidbauer suggests racing. 


- The average speed for a racer is between 


30 and 35 miles per hour. An Olympic 
racer’s speed on the same course might 
exceed 60 miles per hour, he said. 
Skiing does not take a lot of coor- 
dination or skill to learn, it just takes 
practice and a love for the sport to 
continue until you’re good, Haidbauer 
said. Anyone, no matter what age or 
shape, can learn to ski, he added. 
Haidbauer’s instructors teach four 
categories of skiers: beginners, advanced 
beginners, intermediate and advanced. 
As a beginner, a skier learns to walk, 
slide and snow plow turn on skis. An 
intermediate learns control on skis and to

do more. advanced turns such as starting 
to parallel. At this point, Haidbauer said . 


the skier is graded and will advance and 
be put into classes with other people of 
the same skill. 

After advanced skiing, in which a skier 
learns contro] on harder terrain such as 


moguls or challenging hills, he could — ; 


advance to free-style skiing. 

Free-style-skiing includes skiing on one 
ski to sommersaults on skis. ‘‘Anything 
that can be done on a trampoline can be 
done on skis,'’ Haidbauer said. 

Haidbauer directs a staff of 30 inter- 
national ski instructors at Boyne 
Mountain. From 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. Monday 
through Friday, skiers can take lessons. 

The Mountain offers special children’s 
fessons. Parents can leave their children 
with an instructor from 9:30 a.m. to 8 
p.m. During that time the child learns to 
ski, eats two meals, and plays games. 
The cost of the lessons depend if you are 
staying at the lodge or not. 

Group lessons for two hours are $10, or 
$6 for one hour. Private lessons are 
priced according to what level the skier is 
at. 

The average class size is seven, 
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Ski school director Alex Haidbauer, from Austria, skis 11 months out of the year. When he’s not 


teaching people to ski at Boyne Mountain, he’s directing a ski school in Australia.

With energy prices. soaring many 
homeowners are turning to wood burning 
stoves as a money saver, but those 
savings could go up in smoke if the stove 
has been poorly maintained or improperly 
installed, warns the Insurance Informa- 
tion Institute. 

The institute cites some typical 
examples from. a number of states to 
illustrate the potential danger to life and 
property as a result of faulty wood 
burning stoves. 

*New Hampshire fire marshal 
Raymond Dewhurst said that of 752 
accidental fires involving damages of 
$5,000. or more investigated by his 
department in 1978, 98 or nearly 15 
percent were caused by improper instal- 
lation, maintenance or use of wood 
burning stoves. 

*In Oregon, nearly 1,300 home fires 
during 1978 involved wood burning units, 
making this the third most frequent cause 
of fires during the year. 

*In, Massachusetts, wood stoves 
caused 228 house fires since record- 
keeping started during the winter of 
1977-78. 

*Montana’s fire marshal reports that 
20 percent of all fires in family dwelling 
units during 1978 were found to have 
been related to the use of wood stoves. 

Fire prevantion officials, stove man- 
ufacturers, the Consumer Product Safety 
Commission and the insurance industry 
agree that improperly installed and 
maintained wood burning stoves are an 
increasingly serious hazard to life and 
property. They also agree that most fires 
could be prevented if just a few simple 
rules are followed.

DO - remember, if you purchase a used 
Stove, to check it carefully for cracks or 
other defects.

seasoned, dry hardwood in the stove. 
DON't - ever use gasoline, kerosene or

There isn’t a REALTOR who has not seen 
prospects instantly turned off toward purchasing a 
home by a peeling paint on the outside; a lawn 
overgrown with weeds or littered with debris; a dirty 
kitchen, worn carpeting or shabby wallpaper.

The emphasis of the organization is to 
provide an adult friend for youngsters 
who need adult companionship. 

Big Brothers and Big Sisters are not 
expected to be counselors to the children, 
just concerned and caring friends who set 
a positive example.
